HONORING CHARLES LEWIS COCKE

O n February 17, the members of the Hollins community c'elebrated the anniversary of 
jthe founding of Hollins University in 1842. 

The story of Hollins’ fouixling seems to be ingrained into every student when she first 
arrives and the story has a)me to emixxiy a mythic quality. Take one man, who in 1846 was 
asked to take over an ailing .seminary for men and women, and .somehow a century and a half 
later a legend was bom. People .see Charles Lewis Cocke as a vi.sionary who turned an 
iastitulion towards the devotion of a woman’s education during a time when it was not the 
rK)mi for a woman to be educated. 

Even after 158 years, it was still apparent tfuit the somber tradition of honoring the memory 
ol Cocke had not waned. A lai^ge contingent of the .senior class made its way up to the Ccx'ke 
family cemetery— an improvement upon last year’s attendance by the Class of 1999. 

Emily Wheat, senior class president, led the proces.sion to the cemetery with A.s.sociaie 
Pn>fes.sor of Biology, Renee Gtxlard as the faculty representative. ‘The ceremony was so 
beautiful,” said Nicole JaiK)wski '(X). “All of the sudden you realize what the tradition hold.s, 
Y(xi felt like everyone was feeling the meaning behind Hollias history.” 

With members of the Class of 2(KX) gathered among the headstone.s. Wheat placed a wreath 
at the grave of Ctxke with a nKMixnt of silence easuing. Wheat also said a few words in hoixir 
of the Hollins founder before reading the lyric's to the song ‘The Green and the Gold.” 

After coming down ftwm the hill, the seniors were given flowers by the members of the 
Qass of 2(X)2 to carry in to the Jessie Ball duPont chapel ftrr Convocation. Lee Smith ’67 
pnwided hunxrroas address on what it meaas to be a “good ol’ girl” which proved to be a gixrd 
segue into the evening’s festivities of a scxithcTn iaspired meal and the performanc-e of “Gixid 
or Girts.”

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GOING BACK TO SCHOOL 

Horizon students are redefining what it means to be a college student

Though they are not the face of the average college student, Horizon students represent a burgeoning population here on 
the Hollins campus. 

The program, which began in June 1974, was designed to address the needs of adults seeking a college degree. Horizon 
students differed from traditional students in that they were either over the age of twenty-five or had been out of school for 
four years. They also did not live on campus and some were only part-time students because of work or family obligations. 

“I grew up in this area and 1 wanted to come to Hollins for all my life. I had a child and did not get to do it. Now, here 
1 am forty-seven, going to college twenty-five years later than when I anticipated,” said Horizon .student Chry.see Meador. 

Pam Rhodes, who is currently into her second year at Hollins, also had a similar experience. “I’ve known about Hollins 
since high school. 1 fell in love and ended up in West Virginia instead.” 

The majority of women found out about the program from word of mouth and ads that were occasionally placed in the 
Roanoke Times. “The women in the program are dynamic and they are here for the same reasons as traditional students,” 
said Cheryl Hilton, director of the Horizon and Multicultural programs. 

Students in the program are involved in all areas of campus life. They are active in clubs and organizations, participate 
in traditions such as Tinker Day, and some have even traveled abroad to London and Paris during Short Term. 

Just as for traditional students, there is financial aid for Horizon students. Women who enroll also qualified for a Horizon 
grant and are three endowed scholarships available: the Hearst Foundation Grant, the Betty Trinkle Freeman scholarship, and 
the Lucy Levis Hazlegrove scholarship. These scholarships play a big part in making it possible for these women to return 


to school.

The Natural Sciences and Mathematics Department, Division III, offered a variety of experiences and educational 
opportunities for students. 

To satisfy the distribution requirements, every student had to take four credits in Biology, Chemistry, Physics, or 
Psychology and four credits from Computer Sciences, Mathematics, or Statistics. There was also a new Information 
Technology requirement that could be fulfilled by taking a Computer Science course or a competency test.

In 1903, a group of women founded Freya in the hope that the 
bond of a common purpose would help them reinforce the ideals 
of truth, beauty and love by which they sought to live, the ideals 
of Hollins’ founder Charles Lewis Cocke. They chose the name 
of the Norse goddess Freya, the legendary embodiment of 
happiness, joy and true living for the organization. Freya’s 
membership reflects all aspects of the Hollins community. 

Membership in Freya does not mean that a woman has achieved 
the ideals for which the organization upholds. Freya members 
attempt to carry the spirit of Hollins with them daily and work 
toward the intangible ideals of the organization. 

Freya can best fulfill its goals and purpose by being recognized 
for the ideals on which it stands, not for the identity of its 
members. The anonymity of its members prevents the organiza¬ 
tion from becoming Just another service group on campus. 
Involvement is very spiritual and sacred to members and ano¬ 
nymity is upheld even after graduation. One needs no recogni¬ 
tion, no thanks. Freya’s reward is a better Hollins, for Freya is 
Hollins. 

Freya aids the community with two funds, the Freya Scholar¬ 
ship Fund and the Freya Emergency Relief fund. The scholarship 
fund was established in 1966 through generous contributions of 
more than 7(X) alumnae members of Freya. The scholarship 
offers aid to a student who demonstrates merit, need and an 
attempt to live according to the ideals of Hollins. The emergency 
relief fund, maintained largely by gifts from alumnae, is avail¬ 
able to students facing medical, academic or transportation 
crises. 

Freya’s walks are a tradition that has continued in order to 
maintain tangible contact with the community and to draw 
attention to events or issues of college or national significance. 
The candles carried symbolize hope and faith. Ironically, walk¬ 
ing. the least of Freya’s activities, is the only contact most 
members of the Hollins community will ever have of the organi¬ 
zation. Walking is .symbolic and its strength lies in its simplicity. 
The walk allows for a visual representation of the Hollins 
community and its ideals. We encourage everyone to take a 
moment and Join us during our walks by watching from their 
r(K)ms or the porches of the buildings of Front Quad. 

As we enter the new millennium we encourage all facets of 
Hollins to reevaluate their involvement in the community. 

“But in the di.screpancy that falls between what one could be 
and what one is, there lies the great challenge...’’
